way to the Russian front, have been 
recalled. 


ALLIES GAINING 


ON ALL FRONTS. 


London, July 11.—The British finally 
have captured the fiercely-contested 
town of Contalmaison, north of the 
River Somme in France, after desper- 
ate day and night fighting, and now 
are holding it agSainst all German 
counter attacks. The British also are 
in possession of the greater part of 
Mametz wood and have recaptured 
nearly the whole of the Trones wood. 

On the eastern front the German of- 
ficial communication at last admits 
that the fighting on the Stokhod line 
is approaching, Kovel on both sides of 
the railway, but claims that the Rus- 
sians have been driven back near Hule- 
viche. 

Today's news was of sustained and 
heavy fighting on almost all fronts, 
the allies making consistent progress, 
with only occasional setbacks. 

The importance the Germans have at- 
tached to Contalmaison may be meas- 
ured by the fact that they recently 
threw the Prussian guards into the 
fighting at this point.

The British commander-in-chief, 
General Sir Douglas Haig, thus sum- 
marizes the results of the ten days’ 
operations: . 

“Our troops have completed 
methodical capture of the whole of the 
enemy’s first system of defense on a 
front of 14,000 yards.” 

Much comment was caused here to- 
day by the German denial of an al- 
leged Russian claim that Pinsk had 
been evacuated, as no such claim has 
yet been made in the Russian official 


dispatches. 

It is now clear that the Russian 
drive in the direction of Kovel has 
brought the Genman offensive at Lutsk 
to a standstill, and, according to the 
Russian communication, the Germans 
have brought up strong reinforcements 
to defend the Stokhod line and Kovel. 


To Outflank Germans. 


General Brusiloff, however, now has 
the impassable Pinsk marshes cover- 
ing his right flank, and is in a posi- 
tion to outflank the German defenses 
of Kovel. 

The huge conflagrations, 
the Russian communication, south of 
the Kovel railway was regarded in 
Petrograd as having been cattsed by 
the Germans to cover their own re- 
treat and impede the Russian advance, 
which is within 20 miles of Kovel. 
The capture of 34.000 prisoners by the 
Russians in the Stokhod and Galician 
battles from July 4 to July 8 seems to 
indicate that the Germans have been 
unable to throw in reinforcements in 
sufficient strength to stem, the Rus- 
sian advance. 

According to a report from Berne, 
Switzerland, the Austrians are hur- 
riedly transferring the landsturm 
from Serbia and Montenegro in an 
attempt to hold back the Russians. 
The difficulties confronting the cen- 
tral powers in meeting the all-round 
attack are indicated in the Italian of- 
ficial statement tonight, in which it 
is stated that the Austrians have been 
obliged to recall the Italian front 
troops which were about to be sent 
to the eastern front. 


STRONG POSITIONS 
STORMED BY BRITISH. 


London, July 11.—The capture of the 
whole of the Germans’ first system of 
defense on a front of 14,000 yards, 
nearly eight miles, after ten days and 
nights of continuous fighting, was an- 
nounced in the officia report from 
British headquarters in Frange. The 
number of prisoners taken exceeds 
7,000. 

“After ten days and nights of con- 
tinuous fighting our troops have com- 
pleted the methodical capture of the 
whole of the enemy's first system of 
defense on a front of 14,000 yards. The 
system of defense consisted of numer- 
ous and continuous lines of fire 
trenches, support trenches and reserve 
trenches, extending for various depths 
from two thousand to four thousand 
yards. It included five strongly forti- 
fied villages, numerous heavily wired 
and entrenched woods and a large num- 
ber of immensely strong redoubts. The 
capture of each of these trenches rep- 
resented an operation of some impor- 
tance, and the whole of them are now 
in our hands. 

“The German success in the. recap- 
ture of Trones wood, after costly cas- 
ualties, was of short duration. Today 
we recaptured nearby the whole of this 
wood. All but the northernmost end 
is again in our hands. 

“Apart from the number of guns hid- 
den in houses and buried in the debris, 
etc., we have in the course of these op- 
erations, brought in 26 fleld guns, one 
naval gun, one anti-aircraft gun and 
one heavy howitzer, while the number 
of German prisoners captured exceeds

BRITISH STORM 
CONTALMAISON. 


With British Army in the Field, July 
11.—(Via London.)—In a mid-summer 
afternoon in (bright sunlight, undimmed 
by fleecy clouds, and in air as clear 
as any aerial observer could ask, the 
British stormed Contalmaison, whose 
possession both sides seem to regard 
as the tactical keystone of the present 
situation. Fragments of walls of an 
old chateau still standing amid ruins 
constituted the last glimpse the As- 
sociated Press correspondent had of 
the town before the attack. 

In their preparatory bombardment, a 
British 16-inch shell was seen to tear 
away a portion of the walls which rose 
in a cloud of dust. For a given area 
the artillery fire was the heaviest of

hhe British kept on increasing and

there seemed to be peace in Contalmal- 
son, surrounded by walls of shell fire. 
Soon after the British entered the town 
and after the German infantry was 
| forced out, the German guns took their 
turn at hammering the ruins and 
knocking off more sections of the walls 
.of the old chateau, while the British 
were tossing the second line of Ger- 
man defenses beyond Contalmaison 
heavenwards and raining shrapnel from 
the sky earthward. 

The amount of ammunition the Brit- 
ish are continuing to expend is as- 
tounding. From one point the corre- 
spondent was able to see from the re- 
‘lon of Albert to the bend in the Somme 
n front of Peronne the present line 
of battle mapped across the fields, 
woods, valleys and hills by shell bursts. 

Nineteen great British or French 
sausage balloons were visible. The ab- 
sence Of such balloons on the German 
side was the result of their destruc- 
tion by British projectiles and aero- 
planes. Artillery observers consider 
this a big handicap to the Germans. 

Over the French lines speedy Nieu- 
ort aeroplanes were dashing past bal- 
oons going or coming at the rate of 
120 miles an hour, and, as a British of- 
ficer said, these little machines with 
their smart build and dashing move- 
ment, express the feelings of the 


French.

Over- 
head shells are screaming past tnto 
the reserves to keep assistance from 
those in the front positions, 


GERMANS GAIN. 
ON VERDUN FRONT. 


Paris, July 11.—-While relative calm 
prevailed on both sides of the Somme, 
according to the official communication 
issued by the French war office to- 
night, heavy fighting occurred on the 
right bank of the Meuse, In the Ver- 
dun sector, German forces succeeding 
in gaining a footing in the Damloup 
battery and in some sectians of the 
French line in the Fumin wood.. 

The text reads: 

“On both sides of the 
day was relativtly calm. 
tached operations enabled us to clear 
completely the wood north of La Mai- 
sonnette and to occupy some under- 
ground passages between Estrees and 
Belloy-en-Santerre. We took some 
prisoners. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the Germans this morning renewed 
their attacks on the front of the Fleury 
station, the Vaux wood, Chapitre and 
Chenois. 

“After several fruitless attempts, 
which cost the enemy heavy losses, 
the enemy succeeded in gaining a foot- 
ing in the Damloup battery and in 
some elements of our line in the Fu- 
min wood. The bombardment is ‘being 
maintained intensely in the whole re- 
gion. 

“On the left bank there was less ar- 
tillery activity. The usual cannonad- 
ing occurred on the rest of the front. 

“In the region of the Somme our 
aeroplanes were engaged in fourteen 
combats yesterday. Four enemy ma- 
chines, seriously hit by our mitrail- 
leuses, were compelled to plunge ab- 
ruptly. One of our pilots was able to 
bring back his machine aflame to our 
lines and make a Janding without ac- 
cident. 

“Our bombing squadrons have been 
active. On the night of Julw 10-11 229 
shells were dropped on various railway 
Stations where activity was reported, 
particularly on those at Han La Fere 
and Chauny.” 

Belgian communication: 

“In the region of Pervyse there was 
an artillery duel this afternoon. The 
German positions at Dixmude and 
Woumen were brought today under the 
fire of our heavy guns, whigh proved 
very efficacious.” 4 

The French communication, issued in 
the afternoon, says: 

“On both sides ‘of 
night passed in quiet. 
ber of prisoners taken by us south of 
the Somme in the fighting of the last 
few days is now more than 1,300. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun) front there were severe artillery 
engagements in the sectors of Avo- 
court and Chattancourt. To the right 
of the river the bombardment vester- 
day of our positions from Fleury to a 
point east of Chenois was redoubled 
in intensity. At 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Germans delivered an attack 
oVer the whole front thus bombarded 
East of Fumin wood and Chenois wood 
the enemy gained a foothold in our 
advanced trenches, but immediately 
was ejected enkirely by counter at- 
tacks. Elsewhere our curtain of fire 
and our machine guns broke up the at- 
tacks of the enemy. The bombard- 
ment continues in this region. 

“West of Pont-Au-Mousson a ~sur- 
prise attack delivered by the enemy 
against one of our trenches west of 
Mortmare wood was broken up com- 
pletely. 

“In Lorraine, after spirited prepara- 
tion, the Germans attacked the salient 
in our line east of Reillon and suc: 
ceeded in penetrating portions of our 
first line over a front of 200 matres. 

“In the vicinity of Veho the enemy 
attempted by the explosion of four 
mines to destroy one of our trenches.

FRENCH GUNS 
MENACE PERONNE. 


Paris, July 11.—The French continue 
to report satisfactory progress in their 
great offensive in Pigardy. Monday’s 
operations again wer@ confined to the 
southern echelon, which has consoli- 
dated and extended its hold upon the 
northern plateau opposite Peronne. 

The outstanding French success of 
‘the day was the capture of all the 
German postions on Hill 97, the high- 
est point of the plateau. The first 
French rush on Sunday carried them 
to the western slopes of this bill, on 
which they made good thier footing, 
but the troops waiting there had been 
stopped until adequate preparagion 
te te mtg an attack on the farm 
suildings at the summit, which the 
Germans had converted into a small 
fortress, being made with more speed 
and fewer casualties. They are now 
in full possession of this height from 
which they look into Peronne 150 feet 
below. 

The result they claim from the whole 
day's gating is command of the left 
bank o the Somme from east of 
Feuilleres to a point opposite Flau- 
court, the Germans holding only a few 
positions on the edge of. the river. 

This does not mean, French military 
critics admit, that Peronne can be cap- 
tured out off hand. The Germans, ac- 
cording to the statements of prisoners, 
have constructed formidable defenses 
outside the city, but the French be- 
lieve that these are not likely to de- 
lay the capture long when General 
Foch decides the time is ripe to 
make it. 

French artillery already is beginning 
to throw a ring of fire around the 
city. How effective that artillery now 
has become is described by an officer 
attached to a heavy battery on the 
Somme front, who said: 

“Thanks to our aviators we never 
have been spotted by the enemy’s air 
service since we have been in our 
present position. Under these condi- 
tions our work is excellent. Objects 
aimed at are smashed with remarkable 

recision. For example, we have just 
fired four @hells at a bridge more than 
14 miles away. Four times the avia- 
tion officer who was watching where 
our ‘shipments’ arrived, signaled us by 
wireless the simple word ‘bridge.’ ”

“Between the Ancre and the Somme, 
the British launched attatks with 
strong forces during the afternoon and 
night. Ovena wide front on both sides 
of the Bapaume-Albert road and north* 
west of this road they were shot down 
before the attack came to close fight- 
ing. East of the road stubborn fight- 
ing developed on the eastern fringe of 
the village of Contalmaison and on the 
fringe of Mametz wood. 

“Repeated attempts by the enemy to 
recapture Trones wood failed, with 
heavy and sanguinary losses. He also 
lost 100 prisoners. 

‘South of the Somme a vigorous at- 
tack by French black troops against 
La Maisonette height was met by an 
overpowering fire. The few colored 
troops which penetrated our lines fell 
at the point of German bayonets or 
were taken prisoner. 

“As a result of counter attacks yes- 
terday against Barleux five officers and 
147 men remained in our hands. There 
was important’ _ artillery fighting 
throughout the whole sector. Our cur- 
tain of fire checked all attempts by 
the enemy to attack between Belloy 
and Hardescourt. 

‘Very lively artillery duels occurred 
in the region of the Meuse (Verdun 
front). On the remainder of the front 
there was increased artillery action at 
places. The enemy made several un- 
successful gas attacks. Patrol and re- 
connoitering detachments of our ene- 
mies were very inactive and were re- 
pee everywhere. Near Leintrey, in 
rraine, a German detachment, after 
an extensive mine explosion, penetrat- 
ed a badPy damaged French position 
and took 60 men prisoner. South of 
Lusse some prisoners were brought in 
by a patrol. 

“There was great activity in the 
aerial service and numerous encounters 
occurred In which the enemy lost two 


‘machines on the Somme and two west

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AUSTRIANS WEAKENING 
UNDER ITALIAN BLOWS 


Troops Ordered to Russian 
Front. Are Recalled to 
the Trentino. 


Rome, July 11.—(Via London.)—The 
pressure exerted by the Italian forces 
in the Trentino has resulted in the re- 
call of several divisions of Austrian 
troops which were about to be sent 
to the eastern front, according to the 
official statement issued today. The 
Italian offensive continues. 

The statement follows: 

“In order to withstand the pressure 
we contimue to exercise in the Tren- 
tino and our counter offensive activity 
in the Boite and But valleys and on 
the lower Isonzo, the enemy .has been 
obliged to recall to this front troops 
withdrawn toward the eastern front. 
This is ascertained in the case of the 
second and Twenty-eighth divisions, 
which were on the point of departure, 
and the Ninetieth division and the 
One Hundred = and Kighty-seventh 
landsturm brigade, which were <a: 
ready on the way. 

“Yesterday there was an “Intense 
artillery duel in the Adige valley. 

“On the Pasubio front we captured 
positions north of Monte Corno, but 
the enemy succeeded in obtaining par- 
tial repossession of them by a violent 
counter attack. We took 34 prisoners. 
On the Asiago plateau Alpine detach- 
ments successfully renewed the attack 
on the enemy’s positions in the Monte 
Chiesa region. 

“North of Monte San Giovanni we 
occupied Monte Degli Uccelli at the 
head of the Cia valley. In the Tofana 
region the enemy attempted a sur- 
prise on the positions we had taken 
on the 9th, but were repulsed with 
heavy losses and left thirty prisoners 
and one machine gun in our hands. 

“On the JIsonzo front the artillery 
was active and there also was some 
bombing.”

The Flint river, which overflowed its

Sradually extending the flooded area.

In Miller county it is said that there 
is only small bridges that withstood 
the torrent. The town of Babcock was 
flooded when the huge dam at the plant 
of the Babcock Lumber company gave 
Way. The mill itself is half sub- 
merged. 

Negro Is Drowned. 
In the vicinity of Albany, near which 
lace the bridge of the Georgia South- 

estern and Gulf railway, over the 
Muckaloohee creek, was swept away 
last night, the streams have begun 
to recede. Traffic over the Central of 
Georgia railway is still tied up west 
of Albany, where Notchaway creek, in 
Calhoun county, overflowed its banks. 
A great deal of damage has been done 
in that section to crops, which were 
far advanced toward maturity. A ne- 
‘gro who tried to swim a pond in a 
cotton field near Albany was drowned. 

The United States district court, 
which convened in Albany, was un- 
able to transact business, owing to the 
inability of jurors, witnesses and liti- 
fants to reach the city. 

There are reports of great damage to 
crops, roads and railway treeétles at 
Arlington, which had been isolated for 
four days. All bridges on the Georgia, 
Florida and Albany and the Central of 
Georgia railways in that section were 
washed away. Much cotton is under 
water... It was still raining there to- 
night. 

Train Schedules Off. 

Railroads everywhere are making 
@reat efforts *o resume traffic over 
their lines, but it will be four days 
before they can approach their former 
schedules. The Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama railway had hopes of moving 
a train late tonight out of Cuthbert, 
where a great quantity of mail has 
been delayed. 

Around Wayoross another hard rain 
fell today, delaying repairs on rail- 
way lines. Through traffic 
Waycross and Montgomery has been 
resumed over the Atlantic Coast Line, 
but trains are running far behind 
schedules.

T0 ALABAMA CROPS 


As Result of Hurricane and 


Floods — Weather Clears, : 


But Conditions Are Bad in 
Selma District. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 11.—Reports 
from the various sections of Alabama 
embraced in the flood area late this 
evening state that the torrential rains 
have ceased and but little rain has 
fallen since midnight Monday. The 
clearing wegther has given encourage- 
ment that/ actual damage may be 
minimized.” So far the loss of life has 
been remarkably small and confined to 
negroes. The loss to the crops of the 
state, as estimated by Commissioner 
of Agriculture James A. Wade, will 
exceed $5,600,000. | 

“The crop damage in Alabama will 
not be less than from $5,600,000 to 
$7,000,000," said the commissioner to- 
day, “and may run as high as $14,000,- 
000. This last figure depends on the 
length of time the flood waters cover 
the ground and: the actual extent of 
damage already done in the northern 
part of the state where lowlands be- 
tween the natural wasersheds are de- 
voted to corn. 

‘“T estimate the damage, from re- 
ports received, at not less than 10 per 
cent to 15 per cent. Many estimates 
reach me that it may go to 25 per 
cent. That estimate I consider en- 
tirely too high. The federal govern- 
ment’s report for last year placed the 
total corn yield at 70,000,000 bushels. 
This, at an average price of 80 cents 
per bushel, totals $56,000,000. Ten per 
cent means a loss of $5,600,000.” 
eo District Needs Aid. 

The gfeatest need for assistance de- 
veloping during the day came from the 
Selma district especially in the Lake 
Lanier region of the Cahaba river and 
its numerous small feeders. Early this 
morning Selma appealed to the United 
States engineering office here for a 
boat for use in transporting the peo- 
ple from the storm district and to save 
as much of their personal property as 
possible. The flood victims volunteer 
to man the boat and to provide the 
supplies necessary in rescuing the 
other people and their effects. The 
towboat Alabama was sent out im- 
mediately. The only information 
reaching the engineering office is ¢hat 
many families are cut off from help by 


the high waters from the Alabama and 


Cahaba rivers around the Selma ter- 
ritory. 

All railroads out of Montgomery re- 
sumed train operations today except the 
Montgomery and Moidile division of the 
Louisville and Nashville from Mobile. 
This road is sending out trains as far 
south as Bay Minette, 64 miles this 
side of Mobile. Through traffic be- 
tween this city and Jacksonville, Fla., 
was resumed this afternoon. In the 
Kbba, Ozark and Eufaula districts high 
water still prevents resumption of traf- 
fic, but conditions are reported im- 
proved. Through traffic with Macon, 
Ga., was re-established this afternoon, 
transfer of passengers, mail and bag- 
gage being made at Hatchers. 

RAIL COMMUNICATION 
RESTORED TO MOBILE, 

Mobile, Ala., July 11.—Improved train 
and wire service between Mobile and 
outside points was annonunced by the 
railroads and wire companies today, 
and Louisville and Nashville officials 
stated tonight they hoped to resume 
traffic between this city and northern 
points tomorrow. 

Virtually all activities of the city 
have been restored to practically nor- 
mal conditions and with the clearing 
of the debris and wreckage from the 
various docks and water front, which 
has been progressing rapidly, shipping 
was expected to ‘be resumed on custom- 
ary schedules. 

A revised estimate made today of 
the damage in Mobile as a resuit of 
the storm to building, public utilities, 
shipping business and all other inter- 
ests placed the aggregate loss at $1,- 
200,000. 

The washing ashore today of the 
body of a sailor from a wrecked vessel 
down the bay near Fort Morgan, placed 
the total known deaths in the storm 
in that locality at fifteen. No reports 
of any fatalities in this city were con- 
firmed. 


NO SECRET PACT SIGNED 
BY VENEZUELA AND PERU 


Washington, July 11.—Santos A. 
Dominici, Venezuelan minister here, 
declared today there was no truth in 
reports that Vonanueln and Peru had 
signed a secret pact with the object 
of forcibly taking large areas of dis- 
we lands fram Colombia and Ecua- 
dor. 

“Venezuela has no argument with 
Ecuador,” the minister said, “and trea- 
ties existing with Colombia dissipate 
any fear of trouble with that republic.” 

In other Latin-American quarters 
here the reports persist. An official 
dispatch from one of the governments 
to its representative here was regard- 
ed as indicating that serious trouble 
was imminent.

Washington, July 11.—President Wil- 
son today signed the good roads bill 
recently passed by congress authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of $85,000,000 in 
five years by the federal government 
on condition that states expend amounts 
similar to those apportioned to them.

“T conceived the idea of breaking the 
Rritish blockade long ago,” continued 
Herr Lohmann, “but the project first 
took definite shape last autumn, when 
I succeeded in convincing the capital- 
ists associated with me—the Deutsche 
bank and the Norddeutsche Lloyd— 
that the war presumably would last 
another twelve months. This was the 
hardest part of my task. Once this 
was done, the rest was easy, for our 
figures showed that the boats would 
more than pay for themselves in a 
single round trip. 

“A company was immediately incor- 
porated as the ‘German Ocean Naviga- 
tion Company of Bremen,’ with a nomi- 
nal capital. Articles were filed on No- 
vember 8 and work was commenced 
on the first and second boats. The 
Deutschland was completed some time 
ago, and, after successful trials in the 
Baltic, started for America, follow- 
ing the usual peace route of our Bre- 
men and Hamburg steamers. 

‘Nilo, I don't care to give her exact 
sailing date, nor the time of passage. 
But you can reach an approximation 
from the boat's speed of 14 knots, mak- 
ing the necessary allowance for re- 
duced speed when running submerged 
and for a certain time in resting on 
the bottom, which was necessary in 
getting through the channel past the 
British lines.” 

Herr Lohmann now believes that the 
war will not be terminated before next 
spring and that the submarine freight- 
ers will have an opportunity to make 
many profitable voyages before they 
are faced with competition of surface 
freighters.

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PASS THE EXEMPTION BILL. 


There remains but the final vote of the 
house of representatives to place before the 
people of this state, who are certain to ap- 
prove it, the measure proposing to amend 
the state constitution so as to exempt from 
taxation the endowments of colleges and 
like institutions of learning. 

Year after year The Constitution has 
appealed strongly for the enactment of this 
measure. It is a question simply of redey- 
ing from taxation property that is devoted 
to the highest public use. There ought not 
to be any question about it: the bill should 
go through by unanimous vote. When it 
does, unquestionably the people will give 
it their prompt and unanimous indorsement 
at the polls. 

This bill has passed the senate. and last 
session lacked but a few votes of the re- 
quired number in the house. There should 
be no argument needed to bring to its cor- 
dial support the complete house member- 
ship. Georgia is one of but a few states 
remaining in that category where eduéation 
ig still compelled to pay tribute to state 
treasuries. 

The Constitution reproduces today a 
brief statement from Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
for more than forty years president of Har- 
vard unversity, relative to the subject of 
taxation of college endowments, which must 
force conviction as to the justness of this 
measure. Dr. Eliot points out that these 
institutions not only contribute to the wel- 
fare of the community, but are necessary 
to its existence. They are public, if not 
altogether in their organization, in the serv: 
ice which they render, and to tax the some- 
times too meager funds which they possess 
for maintenance, means unquestionably 
larger appropriations by just that much to 
supply essential educational service. 

Every time Georgia collects a dollar in 
taxes from the endowment of one of these 
institutions it deprives it of the power of 
rendering a dollar’s worth of service. More 
than that, the taxation of these endowments 
discourages men of large wealth in contrib- 
uting to them, because of the feeling that 
what they give will not, under such circum- 
stances, render the greatest service. 

Georgia colleges and universities which 
throw their doors wide open to Georgia 
youth render a service without which the 
state would be poor indeed. If these instt- 
tutions were removed from the state today 
Georgia could not hope to supply the defi- 
ciency by any possible effort for many 
years to come. But instead of encourage- 
ment, under present laws, they are put upon 
the same basis with the individual or cor. 
poration, who receives his service from the 


State instead of rendering. 


Georgia’s legislature can no longer af.- 
ford to leave this barrier standing in the 
way of education in this state. 


ANTICIPATING REVENUE. 


The proposed amendment to the state 
constitution perinitting counties, cities and 
towns to anticipate tax revenue within rea- 
sonable limitations and where necessary to 
keep up with important public improve- 
ments, introduced in the senate Tuesday by 
Senator John D. Walker, of Sparta, will 
appeal strongly to many of these communt- 
ties all over the state which have had more 
or less unfortunate experience in the mat- 
ter of keeping in funds to meet essential 
expenditures. 

Under the constitution ag it now stands, 
counties, cities and towns are not permitted 
to borrow money for immediate use in an- 
ticipation of revenue, although they are ab- 
solutely certain of its collection. Neverthe- 
less, many of these have been in the habit 
of it from time to time, and the lenders 
have always taken the chance of repayment 
solely upon honor of the public oificiais

loan, refused to repay it; and, under the 
present constitutional law, the supreme 
court could not do otherwise than uphold 
them in it, however immoral the refusal. 
Senator Walker’s bill permits Joans to 
the extent of 50 per cent of anticipated reve- 
nue from taxation, requiring it to be repaid 
from the proceeds of taxes within the year 
in which the loan was made. It further pro- 


vides that as long as there is outstanding 


as much as 5 per cent of any previous loan 
of this character no other loan can be nego- 
tiated. These provisions both safeguard 


the public in the matter of the use by their 


representatives of the borrowing power, and 
the lender, in that he has the right of re- 
covery at law in the event payment for any 
reason should be refused. 

Senator Walker's bill is a good one. It 
will open the way for the continuance of 
public improvements at a time of year when 
tax money is at a low ebb. In the interest 
of community efficiency there should be no 
question as to its enactment. 


THE SATILLA BRIDGE. 


There is just one condition essential to 
making a splendid success of that section 
of the Dixie highway between Savannah 
and Jacksonville, and that is the bridge 
across the Satilla river. 

With this bridge the Savannah-Jackson- 
ville link will be not only one of the most 
attractive, but one of the best on the entire 
route from Chicago to Miami. Without it, 
with all of its attractions, the link will 
prove a weak one because of the difficulty 
in getting across this river. 

In September Camden county, which the 
Satilla river traverses, is to hold a bond 
election, whose purpose is to provide an 
issue of bonds to build this bridge. Discuss- 
ing this forthcoming election, The Savannah 
Morning News says: 

Simple business common sense fur- 
nishes the best reason why, at the elec- 
tion in September, the people of Camden 
county should approve the proposed is- 
sue of bonds to bridge the Satilla river 
on the route of the Dixie highway. It is 
apparent, since the highway is getting 
so many hundreds of tourists now every 
month, that it will be even more at- 
tractive when the inadequate ferry serv- 
ice over the Satilla is replaced by a mod- 
ern bridge which will in nowise depre- 
ciate the picturesqueness of the drive 
through Camden county and yet will en- 
able tourists to pass the river much more 
quickly. 

The Savannah News is right. The aver- 
age tourist of today is not going to fool 
with a ferry when he can get a bridge. 
Just a mention of the fact that there is a 
ferry across a large stream on the route is 
sufficient to turn many a tourist from it to 
another road, where there is no ferry and 
where he can cross on bridges such streams 
as he has to pass. 

For a long time road travel through 
south Georgia was seriously interfered with 
by the absence of bridge facilities over the 
Altamaha, This has been remedied, and 
travel through the southern section of the 
state is now as easy and as convenient as 
in middle Georgia. 

But the Satilla river still stands in the 
way of the eastern route into Florida. 

Camden county should, by all means, 
view this bond election purely as a business 
proposition. If the tourist problem were 
omitted altogether it would repay the 
county from an agricultural standpoint to 
build this bridge. With the tourist business 
added to it, and with the beauties and ad- 
vantages Camden has to offer, it affords an 
opportunity her people cannot afford to 


overlook.

Spalding Citizen Protests 
Removal of Experiment 
Station to Any Other Place 


Editor Constitution: Representative Yeo- 
mans of Terrell has had several! articles on 
the experiment station. Kindly allow us 
to reply. 

Mr. Yeomans asks that the matter of lo- 
cation of the Georgia Experiment station be 
settled at once by the legislature and for- 
ever. 

This statement is so absurd that it is 
hardly ‘entitled to a serious reply. 

If Mr. Yeomans will examine the acts of 
the legislature of 1887 and 1888, he will see 
that the legislature has already done what 
he asks them to do. 

Twenty-seven years ago the legislature 
appointed a commission to establish the sta- 
tion at some point in this state, and to be 
Sure that everybody would have an equal 
chance at the prize, it provided this in. the 
act; “The commission shall give sixty days’ 
notice in not less than three papers of the 
State, that said board will receive bids or 
Proposals from counties, communities or per- 
80ns, to donate lands and buildings, or land 
or monéy, for the purpose of inducing the 
establishment at a given point of said Geor- 
gia Experiment station.” 

The word “bid” means the offering of a 
price. (4th Kent, 191.) The word “estab- 
lish” means to fix or set unalterably, to 
settle, ete. (Webster.) 

The word “inducing” means influence or 
consideration that leads to the action. (Web- 
ster.) 

Spalding county made the bid and induced 
the establishment of the station at Griffin, 
by paying in property. It was accepted 
by the state, and the trade was as fair and 
honorable as any ever made on earth. 

To clinch the whole thing. forever, the 
act provides: “That the property that comes 
into the possession of the board under the 
terms of this section shall be the property 
of the state of Georgia.” We got the station 
and Georgia got the pay for the establish- 
ment of it at this particular point, and ev- 
erybody ought to be satisfied. 

Now, after the price has been paid, and 
after the goods have been delivered, after 
the contract has been in existence twenty- 
eight years, Mr. Yeomans seems to want 
the state to take the goods away and keep 
the price. What would we think of an 
auctioneer who auctioned off his goods to 
the public, received the price, delivered 
goods, then waylaid the purchaser on his 
way home, took away the goods, and with- 
out restitution of any nature, resold them? 
If we would condemn that, we would have 
to censure the state for an action like this. 
As long as men have hearts for justice, 
nothing like that will ever take place.in 
Georgia. 

In the last legislature (of which the 
writer was a member) some of the repre- 
6entatives from south Georgia sought to 
have the station removed down there. A 
Bovernment agent was sent for and stated 
to our committees that the station could not 
be removed to south Georgia. lle said if 
ever removed, it would have to go to Athens. 
But on the matter of removal the agent said 
Griffin seemed to have equities. 

That settled the matter. There was a 
bill before the same legislature to remove 
the station to Athens: but neither the chan- 
cellor of the university nor President Soule 
had anything to do with it. 

The Athens Banner, one of the leading 
papers of the state, said: “The question of 
removing the experiment station to this city 
from Griffin. is a matter of minor impor- 
tance. Certainly this worn-out issue should 
not be injected into the controversy.” Grif- 
fin is in perfect accord on all patters relat- 
ing to this subject with all the interests at 
Athens. The bill died, just as this 
Mr. Yeomans must die. There is no interest 
backing it, and the farmers haven't asked it. 

The old letter of several vears ago. 
suring the director and trustees for 
the money made at the station to 
the property, as they thought they 
right to do then, need not be raked up now. 
No use to rake among the ashes of the nast. 
We might find other mistakes stieevhava. 
The great mistake Georgia has made has 
been to listen to designing. men who wanted 
the station to fail, to serve their politica] 
ends.

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Sen. Walker Introduces Bill to 
Let Cities Anticipate Revenue 


Senator John D. Walker, of Sparta, yes- 
terday introduced a bill to amend the state 
constitution so as to authorize counties and 
cities to make temporary loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes due and to be collected. 

The bill provides that such loans shall be 
repayable out of such taxes during the year 
when the money is ‘borrowed, and not over 
50 per cent of taxes due to be collected can 
be borrowed, with interest limit at 6 per 
cent. No county or city can make any such 
loans so long as 5 per cent of any previous 
loan remains due and unpaid for any reason. 

This is regarded as an important and 
timely measure, inasmuch as under the law 
as it now stands, counties and towns cannot 
lawfully anticipate the collection of actual 
taxes, however pressing their needs and 
necessities may be. The proceeds of such 
loans can only be used to take care of the 
usual and ordinary current expenses, so. that 
under it, it will not be possible fur the coun- 
ty and city authorities to use money thus 
borrowed for new or permanent improve- 
ments. In other. words, the law will still 
remain as it is now; that no new debts can 
be created by the counties or towns in this 
State except upon a vote of the people. 

Business men have long since recognized 
that no good reason exists for the prohibi- 
tion against counties and cities anticipating 
the collection of taxes by temporary loans. 
Such a law, while it may have served a good 
Purpose when it was originally enacted In 
1877, has long since become antiquated, and 
has the effect at this day to needlessly tie 
the hands of county and city authorities in 
raising money for their ordinary and usual 
current indebtedness. 

It is believed by, well informed bankers 
and business men throughout the state that 
if this constitutional amendment is adopted 
and ratified by the people, that these loans 
can be obtained by the counties and cities 
at very low rates of interest. It is said 
that the provisions of the federal reserve 
banking act would authorize the federal re- 
serve banks of this country to take the 
notes and warrants issued under this law, 
and if that be true, they would probably be 
put out at very low ratés of interest.

[The reason for treating these institu- 
tions in an exceptional manner is, that hav- 
ing no selfish object in view, or purpose of 
personal gain, they contribute to the wel- 
fare of the state. Their function is largely 
a public function; their work is done, pri- 
marily, indeed, for individuals, but ulti- 
mately for the public good. It is not enough 
to say of churches and colleges that they 
contribute to the welfare of a state; they 
are necessary to the existence of a free 
State. They form and mold the public char- 
acter, and that public character is the foun- 
dation of everything which is precious in the 
State, including even its material prosperity. 
To develop noble human character is the 
end for which states themselves exist, and 
Civil liberty is not good in itself, but only 
& means to that good end. The work of 
churches and institutions of education is a 
direct work upon human character. 

“Such is the absolute necessity of the 
public work which the institutions of re- 
ligion, education and charity do, that if the 
work were not done by these private socie- 
ties the state would be compelled to carry 
it on through its own agents, and at its own 
charge. In all the civilized world there are 
but two known ways of supporting the great 
institutions of soliaton-bhemae education and 
public charity. The first and commonest 
way is by direct annual subsidies or appro- 
priations by government; the second way 
is by means of endowments. These two 
methods may, of course, be combined. An 
eng@owment, in this sense, is property, once 
private, whith has been consecrated forever 
to public uses. 

“To tax such endowments tis to reduce 
the good work done by them, and, there- 
fore. to increase the work to be done by 
direct appropriation of government money, 
unless the people are willing to accept the 
alternative of having less work of the kind 
done.” 


Thinks Unused Tracts of Land 
Should Be Taxed by the State 


Editor Constitution: Permit me to com- 
mend you for publishing the articles con- 
cerning taxation of unused lands. I also 
commend the writer, James T. Williams, for 
presenting this thought. 

Vast tracts of Georgia's finest lands are 
held out of use awaiting enhancement in 
speculative value through public improve- 
ments and inerease of population. Many 
such tracts are owned by absentee landlords, 
who evade the technical prohibition of such 
a condition by having. through resident 
agents or in some other manner, a form of 
residence in Georgia. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of timber land were pur- 
chased at about 50 cents an acre; these have 
vielded through timber and turpentine for- 
tunes to the owners, who, in spite of this, 
now hang onto the lands and will. not sell 
for any reasonable acreage profit. Acres that 
cost 50 cents, then returned hundreds of dol- 
lars, are now held at $20 and $40, but these 
owners are paying taxes on little more than 
the original valuation of 50 cents per acre. 
Yet the man who tries to buy a little farm 
has to pay the speculative price, taxes in 
proportion to the price of his land, interest 
on deferred payments, and, although he pos- 
sessed at first only a slight equity in the 
property, the rich absentee land hog retains 
the title and loads all the tax burden on

Council Committee Reports 


NEILL PRIMARY BILL 


PASSED BY HOUSE 


‘Amendments Make Law Ef- 


Favorably Measure to Set! fective for 1916 Primaries. 


Aside Per Cent of Revenue 
for Schools—People Will 
Be Given Chance to Vote 
on the Question if Council 
Passes Act. 


————— 


The charter revision committee yes- 
terday decided to report favorably 4a 
paper providing for turning over tp 
the board of education a per cent of 
the city revenue to be used at their 
discretion for school purposes. 

This paper, if passed by council, 
will carry with it a provision to sub- 
mit to the vote of the people in the 
next general election whether or not 
it shall be sent to the legislature in 
the form of a charter revision. 

No definite per cent or amount was 
specified in the paper. Most of the 
committee were favorable to the re- 
port. 

Jesse Armistead, mayor pro tem., 
spoke against the measure if it does 
not provide for some method to place 
responsibility on the members of the 
board. He pointed out that they are 
not at the present time answerable 
to any one but council, as they are 
elected by that body, and said if the 
money for running the schools is given 
over into their hands entirely they 
should be placed under a more direct 
control from the people. 

Victor Kriegshaber, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, was 
present at the meeting, and spoke for 
some time in favor of the measure. 
“The members of the chamber,” he 
said, “are united in favor of some 
charter reform. They are divided on 
the method. Some favor commission 
government, some the city manager 
plan, some the present form, with 
changes, but all want a change of some 
sort.” 

The committee reported unfavorably 
a resolution of Councilman Sam Free- 
man providing for a four-year, term 
for all city officials elected by the vote 
of the people. This. paper was re- 
ferred to the committee some time 


ago.

Legislature Will Visit Ath- 
ens Today as Guests of 
the City. 


Interest in yesterday's session of 
the house was divided three ways— 
between the vote on the Neill primary 
election bill, reconsideration of Rep- 
resentative Blackburn’s resolution to 
memorialize congress in behalf of the 
national guardsmen at Macon and the 
heated debate attaching to a report of 
the committee on rules with regard to 
the assigning of bills for future de- 


liberation. 

Then adjournment was taken until 
10 o’clock Thursday morning, and in 
the interim the house and senate, with 
the governor and other statehouse of- 
ficials, will go to Athens on a tour 
of inspection of the various state in- 
stitutions located there, as guests of 
the Athens Chamber of Commerce. A 
special train, provided ‘by Athens, will 
leave Atlanta, with all the visitors 
from this city aboard, at 8 o’clock this 
morning, returning at 8 o'clock to- 
night. 

The primary bill, with a number of 
amendments, prominent among them 
being one to make the law effective 
before the 1916 primaries, was passed 
by a vote of 98 to 59. 

The primary election bill, with its 
amendments, as finally passed by the 
house, embodies these salient features: 

All primaries for the election of nom- 
inees for United States senator, govern- 
or, and other statehouse officials shall
